and we got breakfast. This being 
over we set about trying to dry 
things. The loading up commenc- 
ed and terminate’, and with two 
pumps going we ‘started. The 
wind came up, the sail was hoisted 
and the scow tore sloug; the stove 
pipes from the cook’s fire end 
a few other things were blown 
overboard. A guard was put at 
the pumps and others got to sleep 
Morning dawned, still afloat with 
plenty cf water cn board. We at 
length reach McKay, where a com- 
panion scow contained a H.B. 
manager had preceded us. There 
stayed a while and after the others 
had unlonded changed scows, got 
on our flouting palace and started, 
wind came up in our favor aud 
with lizht hearts we drifted all 
vight and for boursin the day 

At last wind dropped, but it came 
up again and our cruise being 
changed by bend cf water we hac 
to lay up at Goose Island, a deto 
late spot, not s ea at high water. 
However, we Lad some recreatior 
The men got 50 wavies duck-, 
After two days we ag in started 
andin a very short time fourd 
ourselves fast on a sand bar, The 
men got o t and tried to shove off 
but without avail. One then went 
to the Fort in a canoe for help, the 
next day the tug and an empty 
scow arrived. Canoes were then 
ifillled with our cargo aid 
plied to and fro to the empty scow, 
and after considerable trouble our 
old thing floated and with tke 
others we reached the cbannel. 
Thetug then got between and we 
started, but we had not got far 
before a terriific rain and wind 
stormcameon. ‘The tug rolkd 
and the scows bumped. They 
bad to cut the hawser, and after « 
terrible doing the tug fixed up ip 
front and again steamed for shore 
At last in pitch darkness—1) 
o’clock at night—in a heavy rain 
we got safely to port. Some good 
hot bovril revived our spirits aad 
the cheeful warmth cf the stoves 
gave us a thought that life was not 
so bad after all. 

Chippewyan is all immense 
rocks and sand. Potatoes, how- 
ever, grow well wherever a patch 
can be cleared. ‘There are only 
six cows and horses up here, as 
feed is very difficult to get. Dog 
teams are the things to get around 
with here. These animals look 
more like wolves than dogs, and 
will not stand any caressing. The 
long dog whips bring them up to 
business. 

We have a nice church here 
well filled at both services. The 
trip down, except for the rapids, 
is very pretty, althouzh the trees 
along the banks are not | rge. 
There ought to be great mincral 
wealth in the hills, butfor farming, 
for hundreds of miles the ground 
is useless. 

The Indians and natives are 
alright.

He was 
born at Ingersoll, Ontario, on wae, 
20th, 1819, and was therefore aged dt 
years, 2months and 28days, He i 
been in the Wetaskiwin district for 
about thirteen years, taking a home- 

stead near Duhamel; coming here 
from Michigan. He leaves a sorrow- | 
ing widow und family of three sons} 
and two daughters, namely, Charles 
and John, in Michigan; Mrs. John 
West, of Millet; and Myrtle and Hen- 
ry at home, to mourn the loss of an 
affectionate husband and loving par- 
ent, At theage of fifteen he gave 
God his heart and has always lived a 
trne, consistent Christian life. He al- 
ways did what he considered his duty, 
and had the distinction of being the 
first local preacises in the Wetaskiwin 
district. He conducted a bible class 
in the old station building before there 
was a church in the community. 
The funeral took place on Tuesday 
afternoen for the Wetaskiwin ceme- 
tery, service being held in the Metho- 
dist church by Rey. Mc. Burnett, of 
Millet. The deepest sympathy of the 
community is extended to the bereav- 
ed family.

The seed branch of the Department 
of Agriculture is desirous of raising 
the standard of the qualities of the 
grains grown in this western country, 
and is going to much expense in hold- 
ing these exhibitions, By growing a 
better class of grain the product soon 
getsareputation that will bring buy- 
ers from far and neur, hence by im- 


proving the quality of the eri uin it 
means dollars in the pockets of the 
farmers. 

Another object of the exhibition is 
thaf it picks out the best grain in the 
district. The farmer naturally wants 
to know under what condition that 
particular cereal was grown, hence an 
education is given that could not 
otherwise be obtained,
